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EXTENDING OUR ROOTS 


The whole idea behind education in- 
cludes: improving techniques, expand- 
ing knowledge, and gaining experience 
for the future. Administrators and 
teachers focused on a program to help 
improve state test scores. This was 
called the Success Program. “Success 
teachers help teachers keep up-to-date 
using the most current methods of 
teaching and learning. The Success pro- 
gram will concentrate on the core sub- 
jects of English, Math, Science, and So- 
cial Studies,” explained Mr. White. 
“This will help students do well on the 
proficiency tests.” 

Students selected courses to fulfill 
graduation requirements, to satisfy in- 
terests and to prepare for college or the 
workplace. The Social Studies MEAP 
Test will begin next year for the juniors. 


For them to learn this material, U.S. His- 
tory was required of the sophomores this 
year. 

A new graphic design class was intro- 
duced this year. “This class focuses on 
techniques needed for the following job ar- 
eas: Art Studio Illustrator, Art Director in 
Advertising Agency, and Keyliner for 
Newspaper and Magazine design,” ex- 
plained Mr. Magneson, who taught the 
class this year. “I felt that a graphic design 
class offered practical applications of the 
students’ artistic skills. This class does re- 
quire imagination, self-discipline, and 
neatness.” 

Education was not limited to the class- 
room. Many students took on the extra re- 
sponsibility of a part-time job or member- 
ship in a club or group to gain experience 
in a field of interest or to make money.

Seniors opened up the results to their 
proficiency tests to find one of three 
words next to each test category: profi- 
cient, novice, or not-yet-novice. 

Last year, each junior in the state of 
Michigan was tested in four areas: sci- 
ence, math, reading, and writing. They 
took for the first time the High School 
Proficiencey Test (HSPT) to determine 
which students would receive an en- 


dorsed diploma and which would not. 

“Proficient” next to a particular catego- 
ry meant that they would get an endorse- 
ment on their diploma for that area. “Nov- 
ice” meant that they had not yet achieved 
the requirements needed to get an en- 
dorsement, but were close, “not-yet-nov- 
ice” meant that they had not yet mastered 
the skill and were not close to receiving a 
passing score. 


An endorsement on their diploma will 
tell colleges and employers that the stu- 
dent had achieved the academic skills, 
knowledge, and the abilities mandated by 
the state of Michigan.

KNOT IN VAIN 


Since 1908, the athletic department has 
had a total of 3,753 wins, 3,472 losses, 
and 77 ties. 1980 was an odd year with 
no sports being played for the first time 
since the beginning of PHHS. The time 
and money put into the athletic pro- 
grams is “knot in vain.” 

There have only been five athletic di- 
rectors of Port Huron High School, they 
were: Melvin J. “Tubby” Meyers, Brick 
Fowler, Reed Laughlin, Gene Bolden 


and Ken Semelsberger. Melvin Meyers 
was the man behind the start of the ath- 
letic teams of PHHS. “Tubby” Meyers was 
Football Coach and Athletic Director from 
1908 until his retirement in 1929. “Brick” 
Fowler retired in 1967 after teaching in 
St. Clair for three years and thirty-eight 
years at Port Huron High. Reed Laughlin 
came to Port Huron High School in Sep- 
tember of 1947. When he came he intro- 
duced the “fast break” to basketball and 



this became a success. Following the 
tirement of “Brick” Fowler, Reed Laughlin 
became the athletic director. Gene Bolden 
became athletic director in 1981 after the 
year when there were no athletic pro- 
grams for the Port Huron Area Schools. 
Two years later Gene Bolden left Port Hu- 
ron High for the University of Michigan 
Dearborn and Ken Semelsberger became 
the athletic director in 1983 and is pres- 
ently holding this position.

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CALIFORNIA WILDFIRES 


JFK JR. WEDDING 

In a world of celebrity reporting, 
stories don’t get much bigger than 
this. Alone, the wedding of a pres- 
ident’s son, or the world’s most el- 
igible bachelor would grab a head- 
line. But when one person is both 
of those things, when the name is 
Kennedy, it is huge. 

Yet John F. Kennedy Jr. man- 
aged to wed Carolyn Bessette on 
Cumberland Island off the coast of 
Georgia, outside the sights of the 
paparazzi that have been trained 
on him since he was a toddler at 
the White House. “This wedding 
was so super secret that there 
were family members that didn’t 
know about it,” said Boston Her- 
ald gossip columnist Laura Rapo- 
sa. 

“I have to commend them. They 
did it quietly, secretly and were in 
and out before anyone knew what 
happened,” said Frank Poparo, 
who has photographed the Ken- 
nedys for a dozen years on Cape 
Cod. 


Wildfires burned out of control in 
California during October 1996, 
spreading fire across thousands of 
acres. Although not responsible for 
the initial start, the Santa Ana 
winds acted like gasoline on a match, 
threading lives, homes, wildfire and 
wilderness. 

Every time the Santa Ana winds 
would calm down even slightly, an 
army of fully water-loaded helicop- 
ters and airplanes would take to the 
skies, racing to put an end to the 
wildfires before the wind picked up. 

According to the National Inter- 
agency Fire Center, 1996 has pro- 
duced the nation’s worst wildfire sea- 
son in more than four decades. They 
have claimed more than 6 million 
acres, the most since the year 1952. 


ASTRONAUT SHANNON 
LUCID 

A cheering crowd of hundreds and a 
handshake from President Clinton 
greeted astronaut Shannon Lucid as 
she returned home on September 27, 
1996, a day after ending her record 
six-month journey in space. 

“All I can say is, Houston never 
looked so good,” Lucid told more than 
500 Johnson Space Center workers, 
businessmen, retirees, children and 
others who gathered at Ellington 
Field. Lucid, wearing a NASA cap 
and blue jumpsuit, was all smiles. 

The 53-year-old biochemist left 
Houston in March for a 4'/2 month 
mission to the Russian space station 
Mir. Her ride home was delayed sev- 
en weeks by mechanical and weather 
problems, but she never once com- 
plained aloud. 
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TWA FLIGHT 800 

On July 17, 1996, a Boeing 747 jumbo jet took off from JFK 
International Airport in New York, never to reach its des- 
tination in Paris. TWA Flight 800 exploded and crashed 
into the ocean in hundreds of pieces. There were no sur- 
vivors of the 230 people aboard. 

Authorities listed three theories for the cause of the ex- 
plosion— a bomb, a missle and a mechanical malfunction. 
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HURRICANE HORTENSE 

After killing 16 people in the Caribbean in mid-September 
1996, Hurricane Hortense lost some of his strength, but 
swaggered to the northeastern United States. 

Hortense swiped at the Turks and Caicos, then harm- 
lessly barreled past the Bahamas. Earlier it landed two 
direct strikes on Puerto Rico and the Dominican Republic, 
killing 16 people, demolishing hundreds of homes and 
crops.

President Clinton made a deter- 
mined case for a second term Au- 
gust 29, 1996, in a climactic con- 
vention address that took credit 
for blocking Republican budget 
cuts and promised an array of new 
help for poor and middle-class 
families. 

Clinton accepting his party’s 
presidential nomination for the 
second time. The economy had 
roared back to life under his 
watch, creating 10 million new 
jobs even as the federal govern- 
ment payroll shrunk. 

Clinton’s speech was the finish 
of a Democratic convention re- 
markable for its show of unity. 
The Democrats were heading 
home in an unfamiliar position: 
heavily favored to win. Not since 
Franklin Roosevelt in 1944 has a 
Democratic incumbent been re- 
elected, and Clinton’s 1992 victory 
was only the second for a Demo- 
crat in the presidential elections 
of the past 30 years.

Of the first day of a long campaign, 
Chelsea asked if she could be pres- 
ent. Her parents said, “Fine. It’s up/ 
to you if you want to do it,” explained 
White House spokesman Mike Mcj 
C urry. 

For anybody who watched Chelsea 
grow up in Arkansas, or blossom into 
a young lady in Washington, even 
these tiny touches of public life, 
would be surprising. But the highC- 
school junior has steadily becomefe 
more comfortable in public settings.

WORLD SERIES 


The world series trophy is back in the 
Bronx, belonging to a New York Yan- 
kees team that never gave up. To- 
gether, they pulled off the ultimate 
comeback. 

Given no chance after two hum- 
bling losses at home, the Yankees 
won the first World Series title since 
1978 with a 3-2 victory over the de- 
fending champion Atlanta Braves in 
game six on Saturday, October 26, 
1996. This marked the Yankee’s 
23rd title, most in history and surely 
one of their most remarkable. 

The Yankees beat Atlanta Braves 
in becoming the first team to win a 
game at home in this Series. New 
York was just the third club ever to 
win the Series after losing the first 
two games at home joining the 1986

Michael Johnson knows how to 
close out a deal quickly and effi- 
ciently.

OLYMPIC BOMBING 

On July 27, 1996, a pipe bomb explod- 
ed at 1:20 AM, killing Alice Haw- 
thorne of Albany, GA, and injuring 
111 others. A Turkish cameraman 
rushing to the scene died of a heart 
attack. Richard Jewell, a security 
guard working in the park, alerted 
police to a suspicious knapsack and 
helped evacuate people just mo- 
ments before it exploded. 

Jewell was hailed as a hero, and 
numerous interviews were request- 
ed. But just a day or two later, a local 
newspaper identified Jewell as a 
prime suspect. 

Investigators looked at Jewell af- 
ter the Olympic Park bombing as 
someone who had a history of over- 
zealousness and a desire to be a hero. 
Plus, he was near where the bomb 
exploded. 
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KERRI STRUG 

Kerri Strug’s vault that sealed America’s first Olympic 
team gold medal and made her the country’s newest 
sweetheart also left her with two torn ligaments and a 
sprained ankle. 

The royal treatment started when Bela Karolyi, Strugs 
coach, carried his latest star back into the arena for the med- 
al presentation. She then wrapped her arms around the 
shoulders of Miller and Moceanu for a boost up the platform. 
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TIGER WOODS 

The sudden success of the 20-year-old Tiger Woods in his 
first two months as a professional had focused attention 
on golf in a way unseen since the days of Arnold Palmer. 
The difference this time is that Woods, barely removed 
from being a teenager himself, appears to be drawing 
teens and pre-teens to the game in astonishing numbers. 









Darius Rucker of Hootie and the 
Blowfish rehearsed on stage at New 
York’s Radio City Music Hall on Sep- 
tember 6, 1996, for the MTV Music 
Awards that would take place later 
that evening.

SCHOOL TESTING 

After half a decade and $1 million of study and research, 
the Michigan High School Proficiency Test was given to over 
1 00, 000 juniors. The HSPT replaced the Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program. It determined whether or not 
a student received an endorsed diploma in any or all of the 
subjects of math, science, and/or communication arts. In- 
stead of the traditional multiple-choice questions, students 
had to give an answer and specify how they arrived at it. 

Juniors who took the HSPT had various reactions to it. 
Karrie McClelland noted, “About halfway through the test- 
ing period, the entire proficiency test began to look like a 
huge waste of time.” Nick Laeder responded, “I could tell 
some teachers felt as if the lengthy testing period was taking 
away from productive class time.” 

The test results were below average across the state. At 
PHHS, 36.5% of the juniors received endorsements in math, 
38.4% in reading, 23.0 % in science, and 16.8% in writing. 
Nine members of the class got endorsements in all the tested 
areas. School accreditation will be researched when 66% of 
the students pass all the subjects in two out of three years. 

In 1997, freshmen and sophomores took a practice HSPT. 
The class of 1999 was given the opportunity to take the real 
test. Students who are not pleased with their actual scores 
were allowed to retake the test until satisfied.
